2. The Rumanian Sth Inf Div in Glatina was subordinate to the I Army Corps 
in Craiova (R 33/3h/A £3) prior to 23 August 1950, Colonel Manta, (fnu), 
was comlaiding officer, Lieutenant Golonel Ion Panca Deputy comnander, 
and “Major &. Ghinea assistant chief of staff of the Sth Inf Div, The ele~ 
ments of the division included the 19th Inf Regt in Caracal (R 33/3h/3 21), 
the 27th Inf Rest in Slatina, m unidentified infmtry reginent in Turnu 
Magurele (I 33/3h/G 66) and the 324 Arty Regt in Slatina, The 27th Inf 
Regt was commanded b~ Lieutenant Colonel Vlaicu, (fnu).
